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THE ROYAL VISIT TO THE CITY. 


TuESDAY, the 30th of October, will be always deemed a memorable 
day in the city of London. On that day his Royal Highness Prince 
Albert, accompanied by the Prince of Wales and the Princess Royal, 
proceeded by water eastward to open the new Coal Exchange. The 
event has for some time past» been looked forward to with great 
interest by the inhabitants of the metropolis, and no unfortunate 
circumstance took place to mar the happiness which an occasion of 
the kind naturally diffuses. In this uncertain climate so much of 
the effect of public spectacles depends upon the propitiousness of 
the skies that the first acknowledgments of a narrative of this kind 
are due to the weather. The day was magnificent, the sky 
unclouded, and it is not often that an October sun has shone 60 
brightly and cheerily. Then the inhabitants of the metropolis 
were in the best of humours, prepared to enjoy the spectacle which 
they had been promised, and thoroughly disposed to do homage by 
their presence to a royal visit, paid in honour of that useful mineral 
which, as the chief of all its varied uses, warms the household 
hearth, enlivens the gloom of winter in every family, and is asso- 
ciated perhaps more intimately than any other product of mother 
Earth with “ the intimate and dear delights ”’ of family and home, 
It is true we owe it some grudge for blackening the walls of our 
edifices, for darkening an atmosphere which is seldom, under the 
most favourable circumstances, very transparent, and for destroy- 
ing, in a variety of ways, those forms and attributes of beauty with 
which other great cities abound; but the Londoner is, perpetually 
sacrificing effect to substantial comfort, and he reconciles himself, 
with admirable composure, to all the disadvantages which coal- 
burning bears along with it to the metropolis, for the sake of the 
benefits which it confers on himself personally, 

The hour appointed for the embarkation at Whitehall-stairs was 
half-past twelve o’clock, The punctuality of the Prince ‘was well 
known, and it was, therefore, necessary that the preparations con- 
nected with the water-procession should be completed, and the 
inhabitants of the metropolis allowed ample leisure to oceupy sta- 
tions whence the pageant could be viewed, before the time so fixed. 
On the previous day little had been done beyond marking out the 
line of procession; and the great bulk of the preliminary arrange. 
ments had, therefore, to be got through on Tuesday morning. The 
steamers and river craft had to take up their position in the order 
prescribed to them, Platforms of all shapes and dimensions had 
to be erected for spectators. IT lags, and other outward signs 
of great public rejoicing, had to be properly displayed; and the 
irregular bustle of a vast and ecaseless traffic had to be stemmed 
and bound within the restraints of a well-ordered spectacle, in the 
pleasures of which the immense population of the largest city in 
the world was called to partake. } 

Let the reader imagine a line of procession marked out from the 
Custom-house, below London-bridge, to White hall-stairs ; the 
channel kept perfectly clear of every cause of obstruction, On the 
north side of this watery way, and, as it were, hedging it in, 
extended a long line of steamers, barges, and river craft, of all 
classes and sizes; on the south, a similar line of barges only. The 
steamers were easily recognised as the regular river boats that ply 
up and down every day of the week, 

These 48 steamers answered admirably the purpose to which they 
were thus put; and, though some of them looked rather cranks and 
some timeworn, yet, taken as a whole, they furnished, in the 
nosition which they occupied, a not inappropriate testimony to the 

se of that mineral which bears so large a part in rendering them 
locomotive.

the river, pn these imilsshapen hulks seats were 
d and platforms raised for the accommodation of spectators; 
a8 the hour appointed for embarking arrived, notwithstanding 
“the great extent of space thus provided, and notwithstanding a con- 
- giderable charge for admission, the whole line was occupicd by very 
‘respectably-dressed sightseers. On the north line the steamers 
«and other craft were also similarly filled, There were also bands 
of music present on either side. 

The bridges presented such favourable points of observation that, 
of course, there was 4 Brent rush to them; and the parapets of each, 
from end to end, were lined with a crowd of eager spectators. At 

some parts the curiosity of the sightseers so far got the better of 
their prudence that, overtopping the breastwork of the bridge, they 
seated themselves on a narrow ledge of the fabric, with their feet 
dangling in the air, with nothing but cool nerves and a steady head 
to preserve them from falling headlong into the river. The lamp- 
posts, of course, were ascended, and, altogether, the spectacle 
which the bridges presented, crowded as they were with human 
beings, was very animated and striking, 

Kixactly at eleven o’clock the Lord fae Gt accompanied by 
Alderman Humphery and other members of the Court of Aldermen, 
and by a deputation from the Navigation Committee, took water 
at Southwark-bridge, and, with the flood-tide still running, pro- 
ceeded in his lordship’s barge to Whitchall-stairs. There lay the 
litle Elfin, surrounded by a regular flotilla of boats—some 
belonging to men of war, and ainten sombre black; some painted 
blue, with gilt mouldings which showed that they were the property 
of the royal yacht, All around the wherries of the Thames police, the 
harbour-master, and the water-bailiff were dashing, now in one 
direction, and now in another, carrying orders and counter. 
orders from everybody in authority, and imaking the smart little 
ensigns hung out at their sterns flutter briskly in the fresh breeze 
which was blowing from the west. Close “in shore the royal 
barge, the Queen’s shallop, and the Admiralty barges, were drawn 
up, waiting the arrival of the Prince Consort, and reminding one, 
as they lay there with their highly-wrought gilded decorations, 
lofty poops, and watermen in scarlet liveries, of those ancient days 
when pageantries were the gelight of the English Court, His Royal 
Highness Prince Albert, accompanied by the Prince of Wales and 
the Princeas Royal, and attended by the royal suite, arrived at 
Ruckingham Palace at ten minutes Before eleven o’cloek fram the 
Paddington terminus of the Great Western Railway. Ata quarter. 
pe twelve o'clock the royal party left the palace in three carriages, 

n the first carriage were his Royal Highness Prince Albert, 
his Royal Highness the Prince of Wiles, her Royal Highness 
the Princess Royal, and the Duke of Norfolk, Master of the Horse: 
In the second carriage were the Dowager Lady Lyttelton; the Mar- 
quis of Ormonde, K.P,, lord in waiting to the Queen; Lord G, 
Lennox, lord of the bedchamber to the Prince; and Mp Birch. In 
the third carriage were the Groom iry Waiting onthe Queen, Sir Fre- 
deric Stovin; the Groam of the [3c deamber to his Royal Highness 
Colonel Wylde; the lquerry. in Waiting to the Queen, General 
Wemyss; and the Equerry in Waiting to his Roval Highness, 
Lieutenant-Colonel Fy H. Beymour, Eis Royal Hiehness Prince 
Albert wore the uniform of Captain-General of the Hon. Artillery 
Company, with the ensigns of the Orders of the Garter and the 
Golden Fleece. On the Prince entering his carriage the guard of 
honour of the Scots Fusilier Guards on duty on the palace lawn 
gommanded by Colonel Walker, with the band of the regiment, 
received his Royal Highness with the usual honours, -Part of the 
royal suite preceded Pringe Albert from St, James's Palace, and 
left in the following order?—A carriage conveying a Gentleman 
Usher of the Privy Chamber, Mr, Hleneage; the Gentleman Usher 
of the Sword of State, Sir William Martins; and a Page of Honour, 
A carriage conveying the Ficld-Officer in Waiting, Colonel Ben- 
tinck; the Silver’ Stick in Waiting, Colonel Williams; the Clerk 
Marshal, Lord Alfred Paget; and the Treasurer of the Household.

PARIS AND THE PARISIANS. 
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(From our own Correspondent.) 
Tshall say nothing of the Chambers this week, for the rumour of

Mlle. Rachel and her dispute with the Committee of the Théatre 
Francais is, in truth, the chief topic. The said committee 
announced her to perform in “ Adrienne Lecouvreur 3”? on which 
the tragedian addressed the following letter to the journals :— 

“Grant an artist, whose conduct is sought to be made appear 
ungrateful in the eyes of the public, the means of defending herself 
through your journal, I formally gave in my resignation as 
socidtaire of the ThéAtre Francais, which was duty accepted by the 
committee. Nevertheless, the affiche announces that I shall appear 
on Tuesday. Long since I had decided upon a premature and, to 
me, painful retirement; and, having scrupulously fulfilled all the 
conditions required to release myself, I cannot comprehend how the 
committee can thus dispose of my name, and knowingly deceive the 
public. Against this deception of the committee I feel called upon 
to protest, in obedience to my duty towards that public which has 
deigned so indulgently to encourage whatever little talent I may 
possess, and to reward my efforts with such unremitting and gene- 
rous Bap Aude: It has been stated that my retirement was ocea- 
sioned by interested motives, and that I was guilty of exactions 
towards my brother artists. In reply to this I will state a fact:— 
To every candidate for the direction of the theatre who proposed an 
Increase of my appointments I have invariably answered that, to 
facilitate any combination f.vourable to the interests of the theatre, 
I would submit to areduction. I quit the stage from motives more 
worthy and more serious; I quit it because I am convinced that 
comedians, who themselves direct their theatre, have too many 
obstacles to encounter to permit of that perfect concord indispen- 
sable to the study and progress of the dramatic art.’

‘Lhe poor woman threw herself at his feet without being 
able to utter a word, The President raised her up, and demanded, 
in the kindest manner, the cause of her despair, when she told him 
that her son, whose name is Carritre, was detained a prisoner on 
board the hulks at Belle Isle, as an insurgent of June, and that she 
had come to solieit pardou for him. The President asked her if her 
son would have the means of existence if he should be set at liberty ? 
“Oh, yes,” she replied, * for his father and brothers are honest and 
industrious workmen. He had allowed himself to be led away, but 
she was certain he would hereafter follow good example.” The 
President promised that her request should be attended to, and soon 
afterwards he himself wrote to M. Victor Fouché, the Procureur of 
the Republic, ordering the immediate liberation of the young 
Carrigre, The woman retired shedding tears of joy, and imploring 
blessings on the President of the Republic. “I knew,’ she said, to 
the numerous persons who had witnessed the scene, ‘that the 
President of the Republie would have pity on my tears, and that he 
would restore me my child.” 

Some of the German journals having stated that General Klapka 
brought with him from Comorn 200,000 thalers in gold, which he 
was about to send to England, the general has formally declared, in 
a note to one of the journa's, that the assertion is an “ unfounded 
falsehood.” He adds that he aud his companions from Comorn 
had with them only sufficient to provide for a few days’ subsistence.

den benevolence. ‘This is saying a great 
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deal, when we consider how various are the forms of vice in 
which nature is presented to their view, and the many dis- 
guises, almost impossible to be detected, which are adopted by 
the impostor to palm off his feigned sorrow on the benevolent, 
always too ready to reward him, 

Here, indeed, is the great difficulty of bestowing alms when 
the recipient is a stranger. It is almost impossible to resolve 
whether the case is a deserving one or not, whether the tale is 
true or false, whether the petition is an act of necessity or a 
matter of business. And, indeed, so plentiful has been the 
supply of persons willing to give without discrimination, and 
of others trading on this charitable inclination, that the com- 
beggars by profession swelled at one time into such 
proportions, and plied their calling with so little seruple, that 
the nuisance became perfectly intolerable, and even dangerous 
in the case of ladies, from whose fears an alms was often 
extorted which their prudence would have refused. Thus 
many deserving people suffered. Ladies were afraid to give at 
all, Every newspaper they took up contained an account of 
imposition ; and giving charity became so doubtful a matter, at 
best, that many made up their minds not to give at all, 

Matters are managed better upon the Continent in this 
respect. Charity is conveyed through its appointed channel, 
and finds its way into the pockets of the poor through some 
charitable order in connection with the church. In England, 
also, this is done to a limited extent, But in the absence of a 
system adequate to the demands of misfortune our best re- 
source is in those honourable and humane men who grace the 
bench of the police court. Their experience enables them to 
detect the impostor from the deserving applicant, while their 
judicious humanity tells them the best way to administer 
assistance. Now, although a good deal of money does cer- 
tainly find its way into the police poor-box from time to time, 
it is, comparatively with the occasions of its use, trifling. And, 
as a season is now coming on which adds the severities of 
climate to those of fortune, we trust that subscriptions will 
pour in; that the benevolent will not stint their alms because 
another hand is to administer them ; for let them rest assured 
that they cannot bring the same discrimination to the task 
which it will find from our worthy magistrates,

TABLE TALK. 

Stimulated, no doubt, by the success which attended his 
former publication, ‘‘The History of the Bank of England,” Mr. 
John Francis has produced a new work which bids fair to rival 
if not to excel the popularity of its predecessor. ‘‘ The Stock 
Exchange,” indeed, will probably be considered by other readers 
than those immediately connected with monetary and commercial 
affairs av a subject more exciting and attractive than the legends 
and traditions of the Old Lady of Threadneedle-street. The influ- 
ence of the Stock Exchange radiates throughout society ; its pulsa- 
tions are felt in the highest and lowest grades.

Now, I aver as solemnly, and I trust far, more truly, 
that the said sewage stuff will yield nearly two ounces per gallon 
of pharmacopw@ia proof pure prussic acid—a dose sufficient to kill 
fifteen men; and I aver further, that if any tyro in chemistry will 
pursue the following well-known, simple, and easy process of elimi- 
nating that poison, more potent in vapour than in the fluid form, he 
will be able to obtain about 910 grains, or 15 drams, from each 
gallon.

pounds, or prussic acid, in no mean qu sntity, in the contents of the 
sewer as they now remain, after many day’s exposure to the atmo-

i TMLee tie Vienna paper, Lloyd, has the 
following account of the late capital executions at Pesth :— The 
tranquil ity and the discontinuance of executions on the Holzplaz 
(the Tyburn of Pesth) has already had its effects. People believed 
that justice would not in future stride over corpses, but that it 
would walk on the paths of forgiveness and grace; but, ona sudden, 
a rumour was spread in the town of executions which were to take 
place. This rumour found little eredit, for people would not—nay, 
they could not—believe it, But in the morning, at six o’clock, a 
troop of horse, with bared swords, made its appearance on _the 
Holzplaz, thus effectually dispelling all doubts as to the intentions 
of the military authorities, Shortly afterwards a battalion of foot 
appeared, and formed a square, into the interior of which they led 
the men who were about to suffer death. ‘The drums were beaten. 
Their hollow sound caused our hearts to quake, After the roll of 
drums the sentences were read, The reading was long, very long, 
and justly so, for the documents were neither more nor less than 
passports to eternity. At length the first of the victims was led 
forward. He mounted the scaffold. He was a handsome young 
man of twenty-five years of age. I was informed that he had 
awaited his death with the fortitude of a martyr. When I saw him 
he was pale and castdown, It was the manner of his death, it was 
the execution by the cord, which drove the iron into Prince 
Woroniecki’s soul, This young man was an Austrian officer when 
the Hungarian war commenced. He left the Emperor’s service and 
founded a Polish legion, of which he became the commander, 
Haynau’s troops captured him at Szureg, near Szegedin. The 
second victim was M. Abancourt, who, after the Polish movement, 
had been condemned to twenty years’ imprisonment, and who 
joined the Hungarian insurrection, acting as adjutant to General 
Denbinskt He was more collected than the Prince, and, indeed, 
he was able to address a few words to the public. The third and 
last sufferer was Giron; he leaves three children behind him. He 
commanded the German Legion, assisted in the storming of Buda 
and so great were his military talents and his zeal, that he was said 
to be appointed to the command of the garrison of Comorn, He 
was captured at Peterwardein. The dreadful scene closed with a 
prayer, in which the soldiers and the public Faloat

celebration of the King’s birthday in the respective districts, repe- 
titions, on a smaller scale, of the fetes, illuminations, and addresses 
of the capital.

On the eve of the 9th ult. there was a 
splendid ball at the British Ambassador’s at Therapia, 

Rayert.—ALEXANDRIA.—The fetes at Cairo closed with a general 
holiday and great rejoicing. Since that time the Pacha’s health had 
been indifferent, and he had been obliged to seck change of air on 
the desert, where he intended spending a few weeks. ‘I'he season 
was mild, but continued at times oppressively hot. 'The Nile was 
about its greatest height, and the inundation considered a fayour- 
able one. In a couple of months the cereal harvest would be 
attaining maturity, and every expectation of abundance wag enter- 
tained, The Lord Bishop of Jerusalem had arrived from Palestine 
en route to Cairo. It was expected he would consecrate the new 
Protestant church of St. Mark before quitting Alexandria. There 
had, so far, but few travellers for Upper Egypt arrived in the coun- 
try. Mr. KH. W. Lane, the talented and excellent author of 
‘Modern Egyptians,” and his sister, Mrs. Poole, known to the 
world as the authoress of ‘''The English Woman in Egypt,’’ had 
sailed for England by the Hindostan, after seven years spent in 
research and study, destined for the enlightenment and edification 
of the world, 

Axuainrs.—On Sunday, the 20th ult., an uncommonly strong 
sirocco sprang up at and in the neighbourhood of Philippeville, 
which covered the country and the town with clouds of dust, and 
was itself charged with the heat of the desert. It was not long 
before apprehensions more or less vague began to circulate ; all who 
have inhabited Algeria are aware that the Arabs never neglect so 
fair an opportunity of clearing their lands of brushwood and weeds 
after their barbarous fashion. The rays of the sun became rapidly 
obscured, and were soon completely veiled. A copper-coloured 
light overspread the hill-tops which confine the valley of Oued 
Zeramna. The south-east wind, as if stimulated by the destructive 
element which it impelled, biew in gusts of irresistible force. 
Clouds of smoke, mingled with sparks, passed over the plains and 
hills, and in their passage raised a conflagration. The whole 
country from the mountains of the Oued Zeramna, for a space of 
three square leagues, soon formed but one immense glowing fur- 
nace, which was seen rapidly approaching the gardens and the forage- 
barns situate under the walls of the town. It reached the walls, 
and extended to the gardens within them, The fire was communi- 
cated to the houses, when it burst forth in twenty places simul- 
taneously, At this instant the town was saved, as it were, by the 
direct interposition of God, The direction of the wind was turned 
due south, It was five pm. The column of fire then took the 
way to the Champs de Manauvres. From this place the flames 
were carried to the Legeay Grant, which was consumed in an 
instant. ‘They then proceeded to the Saf-saf, burnt up the trees 
thereof, devoured the Fenech Grant, and passed over the immense 
plain that extends to the village of Valee. In an instant the 
Government meadows and those of M. F. Barrot formed but one 
sea of flame, At eight p.m. the wind fell, and with it the havoc 
ceased, or nearly so, ‘Che great wonder is that Philippeville is not 
a heap of cinders!

THE New Coan Exctancr.—The sherry on the royal table was 
seventy years old, and part of the same vintage of which a cask was 
sent to Lord Nelson a few days previously to the battle of Trafalgar. 
There was also some exquisitely delicate pale sherr , forty years 
old, The wine supplied for the Prince of Wales, and of which his 
Royal Highness partook, was a peculiar Paxarete, expressly obtained 
from M. Domesq, who a few weeks since furnished the table of the 
younger branches of the Royal Family of Spain with some of that 
wine on their visit to his establishment to witness the process of 
making the wines. The hock was the choicest Johannisberg, and 
probably the last of the class, as it has long since ceased to be 
quoted among the wines obtainable from Prince Metternich’s stores; 
the other wines were the rarest of their kind, and worthy to be 
placed on the royal table. The wine-glasses were made for the 
occasion. They were of the shape of the delicate blossom of the 
Abuloton striatum; the leaves and flowers of the plant were 
engraved on the bowl, and formed a wreath round the royal crown 
and City arms. The napkins were of exquisite damask, embroidered 
with the arms of the city of London, and edged with very costly 
antique point lace, The d'oyleys were of royal purple velvet, with 
emblematical embroidery, and trimmed with goldlace. The dessert- 
plates were manufactured expressly for the déjeuner, hey were 
printed in compartments, containing the royal crown, the Prince 
of Wales’s feathers, the City shield, &c.; in the centre of each 
plate were the royal arms, exquisitely finished. The whole of the 
service of the royal table was of gold, and the gorgeous display was 
arranged with most perfect taste, under the direction of Messrs. 
Staples, of the Albion.

PARTIAL DEsTRUCTION OF THE WHITECHAPEL BatTus 
AND WaAsHuousES,—A most disastrous fire broke out early in the | 
week in the Public Baths and Washhouses, situate in Goulstone- 
street, Whitechapel, which, in a short time, destroyed a large por- 
tion. of the establishment chiefly required by the working classes 
for the ensuing inclement season, ‘The premises were the first of 
the kind erected in the metropolis, ‘Chey ee of elaborate con- 
struction, and covered an area of ground ne arly 400 square feet, on 
the north side of Whitechapel, the principal ¢ Atanie being in Goul- 
stone-street. ‘They comprised some 70 or 80 bathing-rooms, and a 
similar accommodation in the washing departme nt; the whole sup- 
plied with hot and cold water by means of sf{eam- machine ‘ry under- 
neath.

establishment.

The preparations for the reception of the royal visitors at Custom- 
house-quay were not finally completed until within an hour or two 
of the time appointed for the commencement of the ceremony. A 
grand circular pavilion, 72 feet in diameter, and of proportionate 
loftiness (furnished by Mr, B. Edgington, of Duke-street, Borough), 
had been erected opposite the landing-place at the eastern extre- 
mity of the quay. This tent—which was the same that was used 
at Cambridge on the installation of Prince Albert as Chancellor of 
the University—was of very graceful form, and the interior was 
elegantly decorated with flags. A number of union-jacks and 
ensigns were tastefully clustered round the central pillar. The 
noble terrace in front of the Custom-house was covered with various- 
coloured canvas, so as to form a magnificent corridor or passage, 
extending the whole length of the quay, along the western end of 
the Custom-house and across Thames-street, to the grand entrance 
of the Coal Exchange. ‘The covered avenue thus formed upon the 
quay was 36 feet in width, and the whole length of the side next 
the Custom-house was filled up with nine tiers of seats for spec- 
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tators, Similer accommodation was also provided on both side. 
the remaining portion of the passage, ‘Lhe entire length of t 
covered way was about GOU feet, and it afforded sitting accc 
modation for between 8000 and 4000 persons. The floors of 
pavilion and the avenue were covered with crimson cloth, and 
seats were cushioned; indeed, the utmost attention had been p 
to the comfort of the spectators, and the arrangements were m 
creditable to those by whom they were designed and carried o 
and gave universal satisfaction. 

The scene on the river was gay and exciting in the extreme. 
number of the larger class of river steamers were moored on | 
south side of the river, between London-bridge and the eastern ¢ 
of the Custom-house-quay, with their broadsides to the quay; a 
these vessels were thronged by persons of both sexes and of 
ages, The parapet of London-bridge was fringed by a dense m:

By eleyen o'clock the seats along the covered corridor, and in 
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large raised gallery at the eastern side of the grand pavilion (the 
area of which was kept clear for the reception of the royal visitors), 
were occupied by well-dressed persons, a large proportion of whom 
were of the gentler sex. The Yeomen of the Guard shortly after 
arrived, and took up the positions assigned to them in the pavilion. 
Shortly before twelve o’clock the Honourable Artillery Company 
arrived, and formed a single line at intervals along both sides of the 
covered way, the band of the company being placed at the western 
extremity of the quay. At twelve o’clock the Corps of Gentlemen- 
at-Arms disembarked from a state-barge, which was towed down 
from Westminster by the Fairy steam-tug, and, having formed in 
the pavilion, marched to the Coal Exchange. The splendour of 
their uniforms, and especially of their richly-ornamented and. gilt 
helmets, excited general admiration. Soon afterwards a large 
detachment of the Grenadier Guards arrived, and were stationed in 
the pavilion, to act as a guard of honour. The detachment was 
accompanied by the splendid band of the regiment, which was sta- 
tioned within the pavilion, and, alternately with the fine band of 
the 11th Hussars (Prince Albert’s Own), which was posted on the 
quay, delighted the spectators by the performance of numerous 
8. 
Popne paint of landing, as we have already said, was nearly at the 
eastern extremity of the Custom-house quay. Two large floating 
latforms, or ‘dumb lighters,’’ measuring nearly 100 feet each, 
faa been moored abreast of each other in front of the quay wall, 
in order that the royal barges might be able to draw up close along- 
side. Both these platforms were covered and enclosed at the sides 
with striped canvas—red and white—and they communicated by a 
covered way with the grand pavilion on the quay, so that, in case 
of unfavourable weather, the royal visitors would have been able to 
traverse the whole distance from the place of landing to the Ex- 
change without being exposed to its effects, Shortly before half- 
past twelve o’clock the deputations of aldermen and common coun- 
cillors, accompanied by the Lord Mayor, who was attended by the 
mace-bearer and the usual officials, proceeded in procession to the 
floating platform to await the arrival of the anxiously-expected 
visitors. At this time a large number of naval and military officers 
in uniform had assembled in the pavilion, and there were also 
present several members of the Government, attired in the Windsor 
uniform. Among those present we observed the Marquis of Clan- 
ricarde, Lord Campbell, Lord M. Hill, the Karl of Arundel and 
Surrey, the Karl of Devon, Lord Jocelyn, Lord A. Paget, Mr, 
Hawes, and Mr, Goulburn, At half-past twelve the Duke of Cam- 
bridge, who was attired in the uniform of a field-marshal, with the 
star and ribbon of the Order ofthe Garter, arrived at the pavilion, 
and was received with the usual honours by the military. His 
Royal Highness, who was attended by Baron Knesebeck, was also 
cordially greeted by the spectators, A few minutes afterwards the 
bands of the Artillery Company and of the 11th Hussars struck up 
‘See the conquering hero comes,” and the Duke of Wellington 
was observed walking up the covered way leading from the Coal 
Exchange, attended by several military officers. His grace was 
most cordially welcomed by the Duke of Cambridge, with whom he 
remained some time in conversation, and then proceeded to the 
ffoating platform. Ata few minutes after one o’clock the cheers of 
the populace on London-bridge and the firing of the Tower guns 
announced the approach of the royal visitors. The Duke of Cam. 
bridge and the Duke of Wellington then left the pavilion and 
returned through the corridor, amid repeated cheers, to the 
Exchange. In a few minutes the Lord Mayor’s barge and the 
royal state barge were alongside the floating pier, and great 
curiosity prevailed among the spectators upon the quay as to 
whether her Majesty had condescended to honour with her presence 
her faithful and loyal citizens. It was evident a geveral impression 
prevailed that, as her Majesty’s recent indisposition had happily 
not been of a severe character, the extremely fine and genial 
weather might have induced her Majesty to forego her announced 
intention, and to perform in person the ceremony of the day, A few 
moments set these surmises at rest. A procession had been formed 
upon the gangway between the floating platform to the Custom- 
house-quay, which immediately moved forward, It was headed by 
the City trumpeters and marshals. ‘Then came the deputatione of 
the Common Council and Aldermen, the Recorder, and the Lord 
Mayor, followed by his Royal Highness Prince Albert, leading on 
his right the Princess Royal, and on his left the Prince of Wales. 
When the Royal Family emerged from the gangway into the 
pavilion they were received with a cheer which, though Py no 
means loud, was not deficient in cordiality. Indeed, the great body 
of the spectators seemed so intensely anxious to catch a glimpse of 
the royal children that they had forgotten to evince their loyalty 
and attachment as Englishmen are wont to do by loud and 
boisterous plaudits; but many and warm were the expressions of 
admiration which were uttered as the young Prince and Princess 
assed down the corridor hand in hand with their illustrious parent. 
Pitta Albert, who appeared to be in excellent health, wore, we 
believe, the uniform of the Hon. Artillery Company, of which his 
Royal Highness is colonel. ‘The Prince of Wales, who seemed pele 
and somewhat timid, wore a white waistcoat and trousers, a dark 
blue naval jacket with a single row of gilt buttons, a white turn- 
down collar and black neckerchief, and a white cap with a black 
band, The Princess Royal wore a pink quilted satin bonnet, with 
a smal) feather of the same colour at the side, a black velvet mantle 
drawn in at the waist, a green silk frork with white stripes and 
three flounces, and pale drab boots. Her Royal Highness appeared 
to he in good health, but seemed somewhat abashed, as well as her 
royal brother, at suddenly encountering the gaze of $0 many 
strangers, The Prince and Princess acknowledged with much 
race the plaudits with which they were greeted as they proceeded 
wn the gallery. 

oh few auies after the royal party had passed on to the 
Exchange Sir Rt. Peel landed at the Custom-house quay, and pro- 
ceeded along the corridor. The right hon, baronet, who was 
dressed in the Windsor uniform, was speedily recognised, and was 
occasionally cheered as he proceeded down the line of spectators, 

The neighbourhood of the Coal Exchange itself was a scene of 
great bustle from an early hour. About 1200 ladies and gentlemen 
were accommodated within the building, and three times that 
number witnessed the royal procession in the long avenue through 
which it passed from the water-side to the Exchange. 

The Duke of Cambridge, while in conversation with the Duke of 
Wellington, was observed to point to some of the decorations of the 
building with yery evident admiration, The royal Duke could 
not forbear exelaiming loudly, ‘ Beautiful — beautiful! — very 
handsome!’’ Nor was it to be wondered at. They stood upon the 
floor of the great hall or rotunda—a circular apartment 60 feet in 
diameter, having round its sides three ticrs of gulleries, one above 
another, ‘The hall is surmounted by a cable glass dome, the 
centre of which is 74 feet from the floor, 

It was nearly hal!-past one o’clock when the cheers of the spec- 
tators outside announced to the company within the Exchange that 
the procession was approaching that building, 

The procession, which was conducted by Mr. Welton, of the 
Town Clerk’s-office, entered in the following order :~~

‘The Duke of Cambridge went up to the royal chil- 
dren and talked to them, affectionately patting the Prince of Wales 
on the head. Mr. Wood pointed their attention to the young 
Prince’s chair, with its beautiful canopy of feathers; both of them 
seemed pleased and interested; the Princess smiled, and was evi- 
dently amused. The royal party and suite then passed up one of 
the staircases into the lower gallery and along a part of it till they 
came to the private apartments prepared for them. 

The carpet was now removed from the floor of the merchants’ 
area, that the floor might be seen. It is in the form of the mariner’s 
compass, and consists of upwards of 4000 distinct pieces of wood; 
the City shield, anchor, and other oanamental devices are represented 
in the centre. The whole of these pieces were, only a few months 
since, either in the tree in the growing state, or cut from wet logs, 
and prepared for use in the course of a few days by a new method of 
seasoning, known as the ‘desiccating process,” being the patented 
invention of Messrs, Davison and Symington. The names of the 
woods thus introduced are black ebony, black oak, common 
and red English oak, wainscot, white holly, mahogany, Ame- 
rican elm, red and white walnut (French ‘and Enalish}, and 
mulberry, The black oak is part of an old tree which was dis- 
covered and removed from the bed of the Tyne river about the latter 
end of last year, an account of which appeared in the 7'imes soon 
after. This tree is supposed to have grown on the spot where it 
was found, and, owing to its large dimensions, must have been at 
least 400 or 500 years old at the time it fell, but how many centuries 
it had been covered with water it would be impossible to say. The 
mulberry wood introduced as the blade of the dagger in the City 
shield is no less than a piece of a tree which was planted by Peter 
the Great when working in this country as a shipwright. 

The band of the 2nd Life Guards entertained the company at this 
period with some very effective performances.

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PRUE BADY'S NEWSPAPER 
THE DRAMA. 


Haymarket.—On Monday Mr. Macready enacted King 
Lear to a house crowded to the very ceiling. After Macbeth, we 
regard Mr. Macready’s Lear as one of his most perfect assump- 
tions, if not quite the finest. | * Macbeth ” still holds its attractive 
powers, and was repeated on Wednesday. i On Friday “ Hamlet’ 
was again brought forward. “ The Guardian Angel,” brought out 
here on Thursday week, proved eminently successful. It is from 
the pen of a very clever writer, Mr. Shirley Brooks, who is one of 
the very few who think it worth while to be original, and not foist 
off secondhand French goods as new English articles. ‘The 
guardian angel is, strange to say, a maid of all work at a_lodging- 
house; and thus runs the tale :—Molly Snaggs (Mrs. Keeley) is 
the ever-watchtul guardian and protector of Mr. Duleimer (Mr. 
Keeley), a soft-headed young gent, who lodges in the third floor, 
and ungratefully evinces a strong tendency to render himself 
agreeable to other angels than the faithful Molly. ‘The remaining 
lodgers in the house are Captain Lionel Myrtle (Mr, Howe), his wife, 
Mr-. Myrtle (Mrs. LS. Buckingham), and Mr>. Delamere Lazytongs 
(Mir. H. Vandenhoff), a clerk in a Government office, who locates 
on ‘the first floor, and is the declared lover of his cousin, Hate 
Synnerton. All these personages meet in a kind of common 
reception-room in the lodging-house, where the action of the piece 
takes place. The result is that Dulcimer is made the scape- 
goat of blame for all the male lodgers, in addition to that 
he has to bear on his own account. Mrs. Keeley as the guar- 
dian angel was inimitable. It is a character admirably suited 
to her peculiar powers. Her telling her fortune by the cards was a 
gem. Mr. Keeley was excellent in Dulcimer, as, indeed, were all 
the other actors. Mrs. Keeley was recalled at the fall of the 
curtain, and was led on by her husband, who announced the 
repetition of the farce amidst general applause. On Monday we 
had a new comedy here, bearing the rather doubtful name—we 
mean for comedy—of ‘ The Serious Family ;” but, if we take the 
appellation in its modern application, there could not be a better, 
not only for comedy, but for broad farce.

Upon a 
call—and a loud one it was—for the author, we discovered we owed 
our great gratification to Mr, Morris Barnett, who had 80. often 
charmed us, even to tears, in his unrivalled personification of 
Panore Jaques. The comedy will be played every evening not 
appropriated to Mr. Macready.

favour in the portrayal of the Egyptian Queen, of whose character 
she appears to have taken a very correct view. In_ those 
bursts of terrible passion incidental to the character the in- 
tensity of Miss Glyn’s acting was vividly real: the closing scene 
of her death was also replete with deep and touching pathos.

Lonpon WepnesDay Concerts,—A performance of these 
charming musical entertainments took place on Wednesday last, 
and was honoured by an audience even more densely crowded than 
on the first night, The singers were Miss Rainforth, Mrs. A. 
Newton, the Misses Williams, Miss Eyles, Miss O’Connor, Miss 
Huddart, and Miss Rebecca Isaacs; Mr. Lockey, Signor Bartolini, 
and Herr Formés. The first part consisted of fifteen pieces, six of 
which were encored—the drinking song from “Der Freyschutz,” 
sung admirably by Herr Formés; ‘ The Bridemaids’ Chorus,” 
fron’ the same work; J. P. Knight’s Brey air, called “ Pretty 
Dove,” which Miss Eyles rendered charmingly; Balfe’s ‘I dreamt 
I dwelt,” sung by Miss Rainforth, for whom it was originally com- 
posed. The next piece honoured by an encore was a fantasia on 
airs from * Lucia di Lammermoor,” exquisitely performed by Mr. 
Distin and sons; and the last air which called for _a repeat in the 
first part was ‘* A lowly youth,’ composed by Wallace, and de- 
lightfully sung by Miss Rebeeca Isaacs. The overture to 
“Egmont,” one of the best known of Beethoven’s, concluded 
this portion of the concert. We must not omit to make 
honourable mention of M. Alexandre Bilet, a very delightful 
performer on the pianoforte, He gave Weber’s ‘“ Concert 
Stiick’? in a manner which left nothing to be desired.

English theology furnishes seyeral splendid examples of the fa- 
culty, Jewell was especially distinguished. On one occasion, the 
martyr Hooper wrote forty Irish words, which Jewell, after three or 
four perusals, repeated according to their position, backwards and 
forwards, He performed a feat not less difficult with a passage 
from Erasmus, which Lord Bacon read to him. Saundergon knew 
by heart the Odes of Horace, the Offices of Cicero, and a consider- 
able portion of Juvenal and Persius. Bates, the eloquent friend 
of Howe, rivalled the Greek philosopher mentioned by Pliny ; and, 
having delivered a public and unwritten address, went over it again 
with perfect ease and accuracy. Warburton was not inferior to his 
illustrious predecessors. His commonplace book was an old alma- 
nac, three inches square, in which he inserted occasional references, 
or hints of thoughts and sentences, to be woven into his compo- 
sitions, But all the erudition of the divine legation was entrusted 
to memory, Pope’s peserintion of Bolingbroke is true of Warbur- 
ton: ‘ He sits like an intel igence, and recollects all the questions 
within himself.” Lord Clarendon declared that Hales, of Eton, 
carried about in his memory more learning than any scholar in the 
world, ‘Turning into a wider path, we find men of different ages 
and disposition employing this endowment in poetical acquisitions, 
Gassendi had on his lips the poetry of Lucretius ; M. Angelo, the 

treater part of Dante and Petrarch ; and Galileo,’ of Ariosto, 

etrarch, and Berni. T’o these instances may be added that of Pope, 
who had not only a general but local memory of much strength, 
He recollected the particular page of the book in which the fact or 
story was related, ‘If,”’ wrote Atterbury, ‘you have not read the 
verses lately, I am sure you remember them because you forget 
nothing, Twill put down one case of memory ingeniously used, 
and another of the talent largely possessed, but without flexibility or 
advantage. ‘The former refers to the renowned Hyder Ali. Unable 
to read or write, he had an ingenious contrivance for ensuring the 
veracity of his correspondence. His secretary, having prepared the 
the letter, read it aloud; it was then given to another person, who 


repeated it, and any discrepancy between the two was punished by 
the execution of the scribe. 


THE NOCTURNAL LIFE OF ANIMALS IN THE PRIMEVAL FOREST, 


Below the mission of Sta, Barbara de Arichuna we passed the 
night as usual, under the open sky, on a sandy flat on the bank 
of the Rio Abure, closely bordered by the impenetrable forest. It 
was not without difficulty that we succeeded in finding dry wood to 
kindle the fire with which it is always customary in that country to 
surround a bivouac, in order to guard against the attacks of the 
jaguar. The night was humid, mild, and moonlight. Several cro- 
codiles (alligators) approached the shore. I think I have observed 
these animals to be attracted by fire, like our crayfish, and many 
other inhabitants of the water. The oars of our boat were placed 
upright, and carefully driven into the ground, to form poles, from 
which our hammocks could be suspended, Deep stillness prevailed ; 
only from time to time we heard the blowing of the fresh-water dol- 
phins, which are peculiar to the Orinoco network of rivers (and, 
according to Colebrooke, to the Ganges as far as Benares), which 
followed each other in long lines. Soon after eleven o’clock, such 
aldisturbance began to be heard in the adjoining forest that for the 
remainder of the night all sleep was impossible. The wild cries of 
the animals appeared to rage throughout the forest. Among the 
many voices that resounded together, the Indians could only recog- 
nise those which, after short pauses in the general uproar, were 
firat heard singly. There was the monotonous howling of the 
aluates (the howling monkeys); the plaintive, soft, and almost 
flute-like tones of the small sapajous; the snorting grumblings of 
the striped nocturnal monkey; the interrupted cries of the great 
tiger, the cugnar or maneless American lion, the peccary, the sloth, 
and a host of parrots, of parraquas, and other pheasant-like birds, 
When the tigers came near the edge of the forest, our dog, which 
had barked incessantly, came howling to seek refuge under our 
hammocks. Sometimes the cry of the tiger was heard to proceed 
from amidst the aan branches of a tree, and was in such cases 
always accompanicc by the plaintive piping of the monkeys, who 
were seeking to escape from the wnwonted pursuit. Ifone asks the 
Indian why this incessant noise and disturbance arises on particular 
nights, they answer with a smile that the animals are rejoicing in 
the bright moonlight, and epepine the feast of the full moon. ‘To 
me it appeared that the scene had probably originated in some acci- 
dental combat, and that hence the disturbance had spread to other 
animals, and thus the noise had increased more and more. The 
Jaguar pursues the peccaries and tapirs, and these, pressing against 
each other in their flight, break through the interwoven tree-like 
shrubs which impede their escape; the apes on the tops of the trees, 
being frightened by the crash, join their cries to those of the larger 
Animals; this arouses the tribes of birds who build their nests in 
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communities, and thus the whole ani 
of commotion.—(I’rom Humboldt.)

ATTEMPT TO MURDER A PEMALE, 
Centrat CriminaL Coury.—(Before Mr, Justice Cresswell and Mr, 
Justice Maule,)—9, 4, Jordan, aged 17, was placed at the bar to receive 


‘that the deceased had a brother in the 


judgment. The prisoner had been convicted of a most diabolical attempt to 
murder a young woman in Dulwich-wood, Mr. Harker having made the 
usual proclamation, Mr. Justice Cresswell put on the black cap and pro- 
ceeded to pass sentence upon the prisoner, He said that a few days before 
he had been convicted, on the elearest possible evidence, of feloniously 
cutting and wounding Sarah Frances Ewings, with intent to murder her; 
and although, at the time, he considered it was one of the worst cases he 
had ever tried, yet seeing that the young woman’s life was not actually 
destroyed, and also taking into consideration his extreme youth, he fore- 
bore, at the time, from passing the sentence awarded by the law, in 
the hope that, upon further consideration, he might find some ground to 
justify him in reiraining from passing publicly upon him the sentence of 
death, and to hold out some hope that that sentence would not be carried 
into effect. After, however, giving all the circumstances the most anxious 
consideration, he felt that his duty to the public left him no alternative but 
to discharge the painful duty of sentencing him to die a violent death for the 
crime he had committed ; and he could find no ground for holding out any 
hope that the full sentence of the law would not be carried into effect. 
If he considered the nature of the crite, it was an attempt to murder. If 
he considered the manner in which the act was perpetrated, it was the most 
cruel and wicked he had ever heard of. Under the pretence of affection he 
had lured the unfortunate girl to the spot where the dreadful attack was 
made upon her, and had previously taken the most artfuland cunning means 
to elude defection and baffle inquiry ; aud it was altogether one of the most 
deliberate and cruel acts that he had ever heard of. It was perfectly clear 
that the act was not the result of any sudden impulse, but that iv wasa 
deliberate plan to destroy the unhappy young woman ; and the circumstances 
under which he left her after the act’ showed that there had been not the 
least relenting in his heart. It sometimes happened that persons who con- 
templated the commission of a great crime relented even during the 
execution of it; but here there was no such feeling, ‘Lhe unfortunate 
young woinan struggled with him for life; he fought with her to the last, 
and never left her until she was ina state when he might reasonably have 
expected that his crime had been fully accomplished. [le could not there- 
fore, in such a case, find any ground for holding out a hope that the sentence 
would not be carried out, and in a few days his career would in all proba- 
bility end, The law allowed him time to prepare for that period, for ina 
few days he would enter upon a state of existence, for good or for evil, which 
would list for ever. It was no part of his (the learned judge’s) commission 
to work upon his fears by reminding him of the fate of those who died in 
unrepented sin, nor to cheer him by any hopes of pardon if he sincerely re- 
pented ; @ minister of the Gospel ‘was appointed for that purpose, and he 
entreated him to listen to the advice he would give him, aud he assured him 
that he would find more comfort in that than in anything else upon which 
he could now fix his consideration in this world. ‘Lhe learned judge concluded 
by directing that the prisoner should be removed to the Surrey county 
gaol, and ordered, in the usual form, that the sentence of death should be there 
crrried into effeet.—The prisoner, who exhibited the same indifference he 
had shown during the trial, heard the sentence without betraying the 
slightest emotion ; and when the learned judge had concluded he walked 
briskly away from the dock, looking carlessly round the court. 
A TASTE FOR WINE, 

Thomas Bunney Illidge, a young man of respectable appearance, sur- 
rendered to receive the judgment of the court. ‘Che defendant was convicted 
in February of uttering forged orders for the delivery of goods; but, upon a 
point of law that was reserved, judgment was respited,—Mr. Justice Cresswell, 
in passing sentence, said that the prisoner had been convicted of uttering 
forged tasting-orders for wine at the London-docka, his only object appa- 
rently being to obtain a small quantity of wine; and a question arose whether 
this was an obtaining of goods sufficient to satisfy the requirements of the 
statute, which question was reseryed for the consideration of the judges. 
That point had since been discussed in the Court of Appeal created by a 
recent statute, and the judges were unanimously of opinion that the con- 
viction was a proper one, and that the offence came within the statute, and 
he quite concurred in that opinion. It now, therefore, became his duty to 
pass a judgment upon that conviction; but as the dock company did not 
Wish to press the case vindictively, and were satisfied with having obtained 
the opinion of the judges upon the point of Jaw, the sentence would not be 
a severe one, The property taken was no doubt of small value, but still it 
was a very mischievous offence, so far as the dock company were concerned, 
and it was to be hoped that this convietion would have the effect of deterring 
others from repeating it in future.—The defendant was then ordered to be 
imprisoned in Newgate for one month.
